Navy Aviator Killed. 


Ensign William B. Billlngslea, oi 
Mississippi, was killed instantly, and 
Lieutenant John Ii. Towers, of Gcor 
gia, was injured probably fatally when 
the biplane in which they were ma 
neuvering over the Chespapeke bay 
in the vicinity of Kent Island, near 
Annapolis, Md., collapsed and threw 
both men Into the water. 


A party in a motorboat witnessed 
the accident and rescued Lieutenant 
Towers. They did not stop to search 
for Ensign Billlngslea, as his body 
was not in sight and it was presumed 
he had sunk. 


Lieutenant Towers was so badly in 
jured that all speed was made for the 
naval hospital at Annapolis. 


The two officers started from thf 
naval academy in a hydro-aeroplanc 
for Claiborne, Md. W hen abo it five 
to seven miles from Annapolis the 
machine, at an altitude of about 1(>00 
, feet, capsized and began to fall, and 
when it had dropped about 400 feel 
Ensign Billingslea fell or was thrown 
out and killed. Lieutenant Towers re­ 
mained in the machine and fell with 
it into the vay.

As a result of swallowing a blelilo 
ride of mercury tablet In mistake fm 
a quinine pill, Charles A. Brice, 
com 
miseion merchant, of Philadelphia, la 
in a serious condition at the Hahne­ 
mann hospital. 


He swallowed the tablet while rid­ 
ing in his motor car and collapsed in 
the car. 


Mr. Brice's case is similar, accord­ 
ing to the hospital physicians, to that 
of the 
banker in Macon, Ga., who 
»wallowed the same kind of poison 
tablet several weeks ago and who died 
after he had calmly arranged all his 
affairs. 


Brice told the physicians tkat he 
swallowed the poison in mistake for 
quinine. According to the physicians 
at the hospital, Mr. Brice said he took 
several of the tablets out of a closet 
before he deft home, but did not real 
ize he had mistaken the poison for 
quinine until it was too late. 


Dr. Troxall, who is attending Mr 
Brice, said his condition is as satisfac­ 
tory as can be expected. He said the 
poison will not be fatal 
unless

reaches the kidneys.

MALE SUFFRAGIST 
INJURED AT RAGE 


A desperate male suffragist, in the 
presenec of King George, Queen Mary 
and a brilliant concourse of racegoers, 
dashed upon the race track at Ascot 
Heath, England, during the running oi 
the $17,500 gold cup event, and in a 
spectacular effort to break up the 
contest received injuries that undoubU 
edly will prove fatal. 


Cards found in the clothing of the 
man bear the name and address “Hew­ 
itt. 
Trinity 
College, 
Cambridge." 
Hewitt is on the rolls of Cambridge 
university as an undergraduate. 


Pulling a revolver and a flag bear 
ing the suffragette colors from hta 
pocket, the man ran directly Into the 
path of August Belmont’s Americau 
horse, Tracery, Just as it was entering 
the stretch. He was knocked down 
aud as he fell his revolver went off, 
the bullet lodging in his head. 


The injured man was rushed to a 
hospital, where an operation was per 
formed. However, he continued to sink 
rapidly. The examination showed that 
the man had shot himself in the head 
The wound In the skull had first been 
attributed to a fracture sustained when 
he was knocked to the ground, but 
probing revealed a gunshot wound. T ne 
police 
were 
uncertain whether the 
shooting was accidental or Intentional 
In the excitement the firing of the shot 
had gone unnoticed.

Tracery was evidently mistaken for 
a royal entry, for the man levelled his 
weapon at the Jockey, at the same tim^ 
waving his flag and shouting some 
thing which was lost in the thunder of 
the horses' hoofs.

Seine, 
one of the big, beautiful Newfound­ 
land river guards bounds into the wa­ 
ter to the rescue, barking to give the 
alarm and after swimming with the 
limp body to the shore. 
Even the 
bridges are closely watched by the 
dogs, for from the Seine bridges many 
despairing men and women leap into 
the river, hoping thus to end 
their 
misery. 


It is now believed that countless 
railway wrecks due to deliberate de­ 
sign during labor troubles could be 
prevented if railroad sections were 
policed by dogs. Their efficacy in this 
duty ha3 been unquestionably proved 
In the Balkan war. 


Dogs are now used to escort pris­ 
oners to and from jail in Paris.' They 
will courageously attack their enemy 
even when fired upon, as a notorious 
bandit found to his cost during a re­ 
cent struggle to escape while beins 
conveyed to trial.

12,000 stamps in one minute, will save 
the government several million dol­ 
lars in the cost of stamps alone in 
the course of a few years. 
The bu­ 
reau of engraving and printing now 
turns out 40,000,000 stamps daily, but 
with the use of the new machine and 
because of the increased demand, it 
will be able to manufacture many

NEARLY READY 


Camp For Soldiers Will be Com­ 


pleted by Saturday. 


QUOTA FROM-EVERY STATE 


Accommodations Provided For 40,000 


Veterans 
by 
Federal 
Commission 


and State Will Care For Thousands 


©f Others* 


The big camp for veterans at Get 
tysburg, Pa., is now rapidly assuming 
definite form, and with four days iu 
which to finish preparations for tht 
formal opening on Saturday morning 
the commission will have all minor dc- 
tails completed. 


Accommodations have been provided 
for 40,000 veterans, this being thu 
original number on which the federal 
commission based their estimate fo* 
providing tents, cots and fations. 


It has been made clear to the Penn 
sylvania commission that the surplus, 
numbering over 10,000, will not be 
provided for by the United States gov­ 
ernment, but if they are to attend the 
celebration on the invitation of Penn­ 
sylvania !+ !s up to the Pennsylvania 
commission to take care of them. 


A force of labQrers under the direc­ 
tion of Captain Dalton and Lieutenant 
Humphreys, of the 
United 
States 
army, will finish with the work oi 
pitching the tents and cots and bed­ 
ding will then be put in shape for the 
veterans* arrival. 


Field bakeries have been established 
and proved their efficiency under a 
test made by the quartermaster de­ 
partment. Company cook houses and 
mess tents are undergoing final in 
specion and equipment will be placed 
as soon as canvas is spread to protect 
the fixtures. 


The first mishap to mar the prelim 
inary work was reported when a pri 
vale of the Fifth regiment attempted 
to commit suicide. He was alone in h;y 
tent and, believed to i>e suffering froia 
remorse, cut his throat with a razor. 
His wound wai treated in the fiel:. 
hospital and it is reported that he will 
recover. Many veteran* of the Grand 
Army have arrived to attend the re­ 
union in session in Gettysburg this 
week. 


Thfi ladies of the G. A. R. will hold 
their annual session during the re­ 
union of the veterans. On Sunday af­ 
ternoon the Sons of Veterans Reserve 
of Pennsylvania, under command oi 
Colonel Henry Stewart, opened their 
annual encampment o nthe first day's 
fightr^The camp was given the nama 
of General O. O. Howard, in honor of 
the Union general who distinguished 
himself on the first day of the battle 
of Gettysburg* 


Every star of the forty-eight in tho 
American flag is expected to have in 
Gettysburg its own quota of veterans 
They will come as the guests of the 
national government and of their re­ 
spective states and territories, which 
jointly will spend more than $1,000,000 
for their entertainment and comfort. 
To receive them the government and 
the state of Pennsylvania have made 
elaborate plans. One detail alone pro 
vides for furnishing the veterans more 
than 800,000 meals. 


Pennsylvania has been planning foi 
the celebration of the battle for more 
than four years. She has appropriated 
$415,000 as her share of the expense 
Congress has appropriated $150,000 tc 
defray the 
expense of the govern 
ment's participation and named a com 
mission to help carry out the plans 
Every state and territory al»o accept­ 
ed the general invitation to participate 
and nearly all of them appropriated 
money to transport veterans and com 
missions. 


Bach veteran will have a separate 
cot, blankets and a mess kit, which 
will contain a plate, cup, knife, fori? 
and spoon, and will become his per 
sonal property when he breaks camp 
Bach tent also will have two hand 
basins, a water bucket, candles and 
two lanterns. With the preparation ol 
meals the veterans will have nothing 
to do. These will be wholesome and 
substantial. 


The principal events of the cele* 
bration will be held on July 1, 2, 3 
and 4, but in order to avoid conges 
tion of traffic on the railroads and con­ 
fusion at Gettysburg the camp will be 
opened on Sunday evening, June 29, 
the first meal to be served at suppei 
time. Twenty meals will be served tc 
each veteran during the week, if he is 
at camp that long, and the camp wiii 
come to a close after breakfast on 
Sunday, July 6.

A desperate male suffragist, in the 
presenec of King George, Queen Mary 
and a brilliant concourse of racegoers, 
dashed upon the race track at Ascot

contest received injuries that undoubt- 
edly will prove fatal.

ter to the rescue, barking to give the 
alarm and after swimming with the 
limp body to the shore.

bFldges are closely watched by the 
dogs, for from the Seine bridges many 
despairing men and women leap into 
the river, hoping thus to end 
their 
misery. 


It is now believed 
that 
countless 
railway wrecks due to deliberate de- 
sign during labor troubles could be 
prevented If railroad 
sections 
were 
policed by dogs. Their efilcacy in this 
duty has been unquestionably proved 
In the Balkan war. 


Dogs are now used to escort pris- 
oners to and from Jail in Paris.- They 
will courageously attack their enemy 
even when fired upon, as a notorious 
bandit found to his cost during a re- 
cent struggle to escape while bein^ 
conveyed to trial.

the course of a few years.

rectu of engraving and printing now 
turns out 40,000.000 stamps dally, but

The heroic self-sacrifice of Captain 
Oates in the Antarctic has led to the 
detailing of many incidents of hero- 
ism, which go to show that the virtue 
is no more confined to class than to 
time.

duck that is twenty years old shows 
no signs of advanced age. 
Parrots 
remain for long years in a youthful 
state and retain their brilliant plum- 
age. 
In the case of a 
parroquet. 
which, according to reliable informa- 
tion is seventy to seventy-five years 
old, It Is impossible to recognize old 
age, so entirely normal is Its appear- 
ance and so easy its movements. 


The cause, it is claimed, lies in the 
difference in the intestines in mam- 
mals and birds. 
The latt(% are so 
built that the microbes which are so 
abundant in the intestines of the mam- 
mals do not or cannot accumulate In 
the bird. 
In the 
mammal they in- 
crease from year to year, and the 
toxic effect from 
these 
intestinal

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EXPECTS 50,000 IN CAMP. 


The latest figures in the hands of 
the 
Battle of Gettysburg Commission show 
that between 50,000 and 55,000 veterans 
will be preeest from all parts of the coun- 
try. 
Pennsylvania's delegation will be 
the largest, with 20,000. 
Of the Southern 
States Virginia will lead, with 1800. The 
re quirements for thb visiting veterans are 
enormous. 
Ten men will bo assigned to 
a tent. There will be 54,000 cots for them, 
11,000 lanterns, two to a tent; 5000 buck- 
eta and 80,000 blankets, 
The camp equip- 
ment, everything new and never before in 
use, represents a total value of $600,000- 
In the canvas of the tents is $205,000 and 
the deterioration is calculated to be about 
$1000 a day. 
This is figured on the basis 
that the life of an average army tent is 265 
days. 
When finished there will be 20 
of street. 
One hundred and sixty-eight 
kitchens with 400 field ranges will be 
handled by a detail of IGOO cooks, bakers, 
helpers, etc. 
Of these the bakers num- 
ber 132, and will be required to bake 50,- 
000 loaves of bread daily. 
Four wells 
have been sunk by the War Department, 
and 32 bubbling fountains to quench the 
thirst of visitors will be placed through 
out the battlefield. 
In each of these is a 
pit with 50 feet of coiled pipe, covered by 
cracked ice to keep tbe water cold. There 
will be two field hospitals and three in- 
firmaries or emergency hospitals. 
Rest 
stations will be opened at various points, 
including Culp's Hill and Little Round 
Top. 
In them nurses will be stationed to 
care for veterans temporarily upset by the 
heat or excitment. 
There will be 40 Red 
Cross nurses and 10 Red Cross doctors on 
hand, together with 15 medical ofiicersof 
the regular army and 100 men of the med- 
ical corps. 


FIRE AT DILLSBURG. 


Dillsburg's greatest fire in many years 
took place Tuesday night when half a 
dozen of the town's important buildings 
were destroyed. 
The origin of the blaze 
is not known, but it is supposed to have 
started either in Kupp & Seibert's general 
store or McCreary*s bakery and barn. 
The fiames then communicated with the 
public school building, to the coach shop 
and residence of Charles Shaffer and to 
the Lutheran church parsonage and then 
the church. 
Starting at 1,0:15 o'clock, the 
alarm soon had all Dillsburg and vicinity 
on the scene. 
Handicapped by the front 
of large frame buildings burning, the work 
of saving was practically confined to buil^l 
ngs outside the fire zone. 
Xapp & Sei 
)ert's building was a three-story brick 
structure and Shaffer's coach shop and 
esidence and the parsonage were all frame 
juilding. 
The churth was built of brick. 
Little of the contents were saved. 
Five 
lorses, six wagons and an automobile 
were burned with YcCreary's barn. The 
loss is as follows: School house, $42,000;

Seibert. 
$35,000; Lutheran church, $8,000; Cuae. 
W. Sheffer, $10,000; Lutheran parsonage, 
$2,000; total, $104,000.

Jellied Fish.—Remove all the 
skin 
and bones from a two-pound fish, chop 
fine and stir in a little at a time a 
quarter of a cup of cold water; add 
a teaspoonful of salt, the juice of three 
lemons, a tablespoonful of grated on- 
ion, twenty-four blanched almonds and 
a few dashes of cayenne. 
When all 
are well mixed, pack into a mold and 
steam for an hour. 
Set aside on the 
Ice, and when ci>ld turn out and gar- 
nish with parsley and lemon quarters.' 
Serve with mayonnaise dressing. 


Chicken Cutlets.—Chop fine enough 
of the breast of cooked chicken 
to 
make half a cupful, add half a cup of 
chopped blanched almonds; pound and 
force through a sieve. 
Heat a cup of 
rich chicken stock to the boiling point 
and pour It over the yolks of three 
eggs which have been slightly beaten. 
Stir, to keep 
the 
mixture 
smooth. 
Add a teaspoonful of gelatine which 
has been softened in a tablespoonful 
of cold wat^r, strain and set in a pan 
of ice water. 


As soon as the mixture begins to 
thicken, stir, in the chicken and nut 
mixture and season highly with salt 
and cayenne. 
Then fold in a cup of 
heavy cream beaten stiff. 
Put into 
cfttlet molds and let stand until thor- 
oughly chilled. 
Turn from the mold» 
j and garnish with lettuce and bits of 
pimento.

The big camp for veterans at Get 
tysburg, Pa., is now rapidly assumlm. 
definite form, and with four days 
whicli to 13nish preparations for tht 
formal opening on Saturday mornin'-* 
the commission will have all minor do 
tails completed. 


Accommodations have been providet 
for 40,000 veterans, 
this being 
ILí; 
original number on which the federal 
couimission based their estimate fOi 
providing tents, cots and fations. 


It has been made clear to the Penn 
eylvania commission that the surplus, 
numbering over 10,000. will not 
be 
provided for by the United States gov 
ernment, but if they are to attend the 
celebration on the invitation of Penn- 
sylvania 
:3 up to tho Pennsylvania 
commission to take care of them. 


A force of labqrers under the direc- 
tion of Captain Dalton and Lieutenani 
Humphreys, 
of

army, will 
finish

veterans' arrival. 


Field bakeries havo been established 
and proved their efliciency under a 
test made by the quartermaster de- 
partment.

Every star of the forty-eight in tho 
American flag is expected to have Ii 
Gettysburg its own quota of veterans 
They will come as the guests of the 
national government and of their re- 
spective states and territories, which 
jointly will spend more than |1,000,000 
for their entertainment and comfort. 
To receive them the government and 
the state of Pennsylvania have made 
elaborate plans. One detail alone pro 
vides for furnishing the veterans more 
than 800,000 meals. 


Pennsylvania has been planning foi 
the celobratlon of the battle for more 
than four years. She has appropriated 
^415,000 as her share of the exprnsc 
Congress has appropriated |1B0,U00 tc 
defray the 
expense of the 
govern 
ment's participation and named a com 
mission to help carry out the plans 
Every state and territory also accept- 
ed the general invitation to participate 
and nearly all of them appropriateri 
money to transport veterans and com 
missions. 


Each veteran will have a separate 
cot, blankets and a mess kit, which 
will contain a plate, cup, knife, forlt 
and spoon, and will become his per 
Bonal property when he breaks camp 
Bach tent also will have two hand 
basins, a water bucket, candles and 
two lanterns. With the preparation ol 
meals the veterans will have nothing 
to do. These will be wholesome and 
substantial. 


The principal events of the cele- 
bration will be held on July 1, 2, 3 
and 4, but in order to avoid conges 
tlon of traflSc on the railroads and con- 
fusión at Gettysburg the camp will be 
opened on Sunday evening, June 29. 
the first meal to be served at supper 
time. Twenty meals will be served tc 
each veteran during the week, If he la 
at camp that long, and the camp wll 
come to a close after breakfast or 
Sunday, July 6.
